The 
bridge is nearly. half a mile long and 
about a hundred feet in height, and 
will be built of*stecl resting on con- 
crete abutments. “Some of the picc- 
es of stecl* take, two cars to hold 
them, so that .it-would be utterly 
impossible to convey the steel to the 
bridge by horse ‘Rower. It is expect- 
ed the steel bridge will be completed 
in a little over°two months and a 
great forward movement is then ex- 
pected, and it-is hoped steel will be 
laid as far-as Rocky Mountain House 
this‘fall. Cultiton Bros. Co. the well 
known firm of contractors, have ,the 
work well in -hand. 

The ‘Canadian Northern Railway 
Co. are also-very busy, and leaving 
no stone unturned to complete if 
they possibly can their line to 
Rocky Mountain House this fall. 
They are busy track laying and have 
reached Poplar Ridge on their west- 
ward march. -When a big gully is 
bridged they will then have clear 
sailing until they reach the Medicine 
river. A big’ gang of men are at 
work with the steel, whith is being 
laid as tast as possible. The Com- 
pany will also grade their {line to 
and through Red Deer this fall, and 
perhaps lay their line of steel. Work 
will start onthe grades through 
town probably next week. 

What all this. means to Red Deer 
may be easily imagined.

Austin, Pa., Oct. 2.—The littlo city 
of Austin, housing some 3,000 souls, 
has almost been wiped out, and the 
town of Costello partly wrecked by 
the breaking of a dam above this 
place yesterday. It is estimated that 
three hundred persons have been 
drowned and a total loss to prop- 
erty amounting to some $6,000,000. 
Hundreds of homes have been wreck- 
ed, and great suffering is being ex- 
perienced by the survivors. Relief 
trains are slow in arriving, but. this 
morhing the first of these came in, 
and all that can be done to relieve 
the homeless is being carried out. 

Five minutes after the dam burs: 
the stage has been swept of its 
scenery and setting along the feot- 
hills were scores of telescoped hous- 
es. At either end of Main street the 
brick buildings acted as buffers as 
the twenty-five foot wall of water 
rushed downward with its mass of 
debris almost hill high, the wood, 
steel and brick were piled, a strange 
mixture of the contents of stores 
and homes, of varied length timbers 
and sticks. Tho wreck of the dam 
had been as complete as it was sud- 
den. 

During the night searching parti 
with engine and head lights, automo- 
bilg lamps, pine torches and impro-. 
vised lanterns of every sort poked 
their way into every pile of wreck- 
age to ascertain who might be alive, | 
but scarcely a body was found.

Turco-Italian War will be 
short 


London, Oct, 2.—From. present ap- 
pearance, the Turco-Italian war 
promises to be tlie shortest and most 
bloodless war in history. 

Thus far its distinguishing charac- 
ter has been the absence of fighting 
and with Germany acting as _ peace- 
maker it may be ended before fight- 
ing takes place. It is concluded that 
no mediation Will be accepted by 
Italy until she has accomplished the 
military occupation of the Tripolitan 
coast. After that negotiations will 
be much easier and are not unlikely 
to be successful if Turkey will accept 
a money indemnity for allowing Italy 
to establish herself in Tripoli as 
Great Britain in Egypt. 

The news filing in from various 
points continues to be of a negative 
kind. Tripoli, it seems, has not been 
bombarded and is not likely io be if 
the Turks do not oppose the land- 
ing. The warlike operations are con-

Paris, Oct. 2—Advices reaching Par- 
is indicate that the Italian trans- 
ports were due at Tripoli this even- 
ing and that the landing probably 
would begin tomorrow. What is 
going on behind the séreen appears 
to be a blockade of the Tripolitan 
coasts with squadron at Tripoli 
throwing a shell into one of the 
Turkish forts for the sake of a de- 
pressing moral effect upon the de- 
fenders until their transports arrive. 

INSURING BRITISH SHIPS.° 


London, Oct. 2—A despatch from 
Rome says that two divisions of the 
Italian fleet have sailed, one for Sal- 
oniki and the other for Smyrna. In- 
surance against risk of capture at 
sea was taken'at Lloyd’s today on 
British ships carrying coal to Tur- 
key as it is though they might be 
seized by the Italian fleet on the 
ground that the coal was intended 
for the Turkish navy. An offidial of 
Lloyd's said that the greatest con- 
cern arose from the fact that the 
ships were navigating in places with- 
out the aid.of the coast lights.

France and Germany Wil 
Not Fight 


London, Sept. 15.—All danger of a 
Franco-German war over the latest 
Moroccan entanglement is known in 
government circles here this morn- 
ing to haye passed with the dispatch 
late last night of France’s reply to 
Germany’s last note concerning a set- 
tlement. The government has_ heen 
kept informed as to every stage ol 
the negotiations and it is stated on 
tne highest Downing street authority 
that even in the smallest details the 
Berlin and Paris cabinets are in 
accord concerning Morocco. Arrange- 
ments for the tranfer of a portion of 
the French Congo to Germany are 
yet to be disposed of, but as this 
amounts only to a question of select- 
ing suitable phraseology, there is no 
possibility that any further difficulty 
will be involved. 

The French note was dispatched fol- 
lowing yesterday's approval by the 
cabinet of his terms, as drafted by 
Premier Callaux and Minister of For- 
eign Affairs De Selves. This meeting 
was held at President Falliere’s resi 
dence at Ramboulliet, with all thc 
ministers in attendance. The approv- 
al was unanimous. The text of the 
reply is still kept secret, but the 
English government has been’ consult 
ed from the very first step before any 
step has been taken by its aly, 
France, and the information given 
out from official sources may be ac- 
cepted implicitly, It is not to be 
suposed that cither France or Eng- 
land is pleased at the necessity for 
making concessions to Germany. 
Nor, indeed, it is understood, is Ger- 
many particularly gratified at being 
driven by financial pressure to mod- 
ify its original demands upon ‘the 
Gallic government. England and 
France feel, on the other side, tha 
Germany forced itself into a situation 
which did not concern it and insist- 
ed on compensation for nothing 
whatever. On the other hand, the 
Germans were undoubtedly coerced 
into comparative moderation by the 
vhreats of English and French capit- 
alists, who are enormous creditors 
of the Fatherland, to force a Teutonic 
default on its securizies amounting to 
many millions of dollars.

Mr. Pug- 
sley was accompanied by Sir Fred- 
erick Borden, who attributed his de, 
feat to the fact that the farmers did 
not want reciprocity.

Meet and shake Hands 


Ottawa, Sept. 26.—At a dinnor giv- 
en last night at the Rideau club, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and R. L. Bor- 
den met for the first time since the 
elections. Sir Wilfrid ‘Laurier extend- 


suspicion that reciprocity would im-!ed his hearty congratulations to the 


pair the bonds which unite Canada 
and the Empire. To the existence of 
a national spirit which, they had not 
realized, to a consciousness uf nation- 
hood which they had altogether un- 
derrated are also ascribed a measure 
of responsibility for the most decis- 
ivo defeat which a government has 
ever sustained in the Dominion. 

Other causes might be mentioned, 
but gencrally speaking the Liberal 
press has analyzed: the situation with 
considerable courage and candor. 
There can be no doubt whatever that 
the record of the Laurier govern- 
Wil- 
frid Laurier himself, helped to swell 
the popular suspicion that reciproc- 
ity endangered Empire interests. 

And that suspicion was well found- 
ed. In some of the most critical 
stages of the development of the Em- 
pire idea, Sir Wilfrid Laurier had 
placed himself in a position of direct 
hostility to Canada’s aspirations as 
a nation within the British Empire. 
In his refusal to send troops to the 
South African war until public opin- 
ion rudely compelled him to do so, 
in his determination not to commit 
Canada to naval measures which 
would contribute to the strength of 
the British navy Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
sowed the seed of public distrust 
which helped to accomplish his pol- 
itical run. His attitude as express- 
ed at the Imperial Conference last 
June, when he declared that Canada 
did not propose to be committed to 
Britain’s wars, no doubt decided 
many minds which up to tha: time 
had hesitated to believe that Sir Wl- 
frid had deliberately determined on a 
course destructive to the whole 
theory and purpose of Empire. 

Reciprocity itn itself was assuredly 
not conceived in the spirit of fidelity 
to those ideals which govern the great 
body of the Canadian people. But 
reciprocity conceivably might not 
have impressed itself on the people 
of Canada as it obviously did im- 
press itself if there had not been be- 
hind it long years of treachery and 
hostility to those principles which 
make for the consolidation of empire 
interests. 

For that condition of affairs the 
Liberal press, which almost without 
exception excused or justified Sir Wil- 
frid Lauricr in his expression of a 
narrow Canadianism, must assume a 
fair measure of responsibility. Cour- 
agcous criticism when Great Britain 
was denied the assistance which com- 
mon gratitude demanded; when the 
country was committed to follies 
and misrepresented at Imperial Con- 
ferences might have tended to stay 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier in the caurse 
which brought him finally to des- 
truction. , 

Tt is a simple ma‘ter now for the 
Liberal newspapers to reproach Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier for the public resent- 
ment which has required him and his 
party to pay the penalty of a nanrow 
and grudging patriotism, but how 
many of them offered a word of 
criticism or objection on the great 
occasions when he sought to bring 
Canadians into disagreement and con- 
flict with Imperialism? :

To Change the Calendar 


A radical change in the calendar 
is seriously proposed by — British 
statesmen, and a bill—-has been in- 
troduced into the British parliament, 
whieh, if carried, will divide the year 
into 11 months of 28 days each—that 
is four wecks of seven days and one 
extra day to make up the year. This 
extra day will be neither a day of 
that month nor of the week, but 
simply and only Christmas day, and 
would be-added to the days of Christ- 
mas week, which week would there- 
fore always contain eight days and 
two holidays. It is further proposed 
to make a fixed date for Easter, the 
15th of April being the one chosen 
for that holy day. It will be seen by 
this plan any day of the week would 
always have the same numbering in 
one month as in another. 

Among the advantages claimed by 
the advocates of this reform are the 
following ° 

All months w ould end on Saturday, 
and contain the same number of work- 
ing days. Therefore monthly business 
balances would be made casy. 

All law, university and 
terms are made equal. 

Comparative returns and — state- 
ments for all corresponding periods 
would be fair and true. 

All periods of earning and payment 
would be alike. 

Holidays now movable could — bo 
fixed in their happiest position. 

And, in fine, the calendar would be 
simple, fixed and permanent. 


Murder at sydney 


Sydney, N.S., Sept. 26.—A fatal 
stabbing affray took place here yes- 
terday afternoon when Staf Harnick, 
a young Hungarian, was stabbed by 
another Hungarian named Stephen 
Gon.loig, who was under the influence 
of liquor at the time. 

The particulars indicate that the 
murder was committed without pro- 
vocation. Harnick was on his way 
to his boarding house at the _ pier 
from work when Gomloig met him 
and a few words passed between 
them when the lacter drew a heavy 
pocket knife and = stabbed  Harnick 
over the heart, the victim dying al- 
most immediately. There were two 
friends of the men present, but it all 
occurred so quickly that they had no 
time to interfere. Both these wit- 
nesses are under arrest with the 
prisoner, Gomloig, whose examina- 
tion takes place tomorrow.

Estray Law 


The Alberta law presavibes that the 
party who takes up an estray animal 
must immediately notify the brand 
reader nearest his place to como out 
and examine the animal and take a 
copy of brands, if any, on the ani- 
mal. Then an advercisement must be 
inserted in the nearest local paper 
and also in the Alberte Gazette, and 
until the law is complied with the 
holder of the estray cannot collect 
any fee for his trouble or feed. 
Prompt action must be taken, the 
law being very strict in this matter. 
The brand readers are cntitled to a 
fee of $2.00 for each animal they ex- 
amine and mileage to the extent of 
10¢ per mile for the first ten miles. 
The cost for reading and the adver- 
tising 1s a charge agaipst the estray 
animal and must be paid) when the 
animal is claimed. The party be- 
longing the animal is responsible for 
all charges until it is sold or redeem- 
ed by the owner. No charges for 
feed are allowed between the 15th 
day of April and the 15th day of 
November. From November 15th to 

April 15th a fee of 15 cents per day 
per head is allowed for horses and 
cattle, dating from the day on which 
notice is mailed to the owner of the 
estray animal or to the Alberta Gaz- 
cette, but not exceeding the sum of 
$9.00. South of the 29th township 
only 5e per day is allowed for feed 
and the total cost is limited to 


$3.00.

THE BOURASSA MYTH, | 


Now that the clection is over we 
shall hear little more Liberal de- 
claration about the unholy alliance 
between Mr. Borden and Mr. Bou- 
rassa, remarks the News-Advertiser. 
There was no such alliance. Mr. 
Borden's views on the navy question 
are not the same as those expressed 
by Mr. Bourassa, except that both 
hold that no comprehensive and per- 
manent scheme should be adopted 
without the approval of the people. 
But those who have followed Met 
Bourassa’s campaign will have ob- 
served that he has paid more atten- 
tion to government maladministra- 
tion than to the navy. He has con- 
demned graft. He has demanded an 
investigation into charges of cor- 
ruption. Mr. Bourassa has a right to 
do this in the country, for he did it 
in the House. “His quarrel with the 
Government was on this issue more 
than on questions of policy. When 
he was a supporter of the Govern- 
ment Mr. Bourassa voted with tne 
Opposition on half a dozen motions 
calling for investigations, or oppos- 
ing the suppression of evidence, or 
condemning some corrupt — trans- 
action. That was his chief offence. 
He is still fighting on the same lines, 
and so far is an ally of all Conserva- 
tives. 

But Mr. Bourassa is not in Parlia- 
ment. Some five or six so-called Na- 
tionalists are elected. They may or 
may not work with the Conserva- 
tives. In any case Mr. Borden will 
proceed on the lines he has marked 
out, and will have a large majority 
if he has no support from any mem- 
ber even remotely associated with 
Mr. Bourassa.

’ The following letter appeared in the 
Strathcona Plaindealer last week, 
which speaks for itself : 

The Editor Plaindealer : 

Dear Sir—In your issue of Sept. 
13th, just two days prior to the elec- 
tion, President James Bower of the 
United Farmers’ Association came to 
the front with an article headed 
“Reciprocity, the Platform of the 
United Farmers of Alberta.’’ If it 
was right and proper that he should 
at that time, on the part of the 
-Uniced Farmers’ Association, rush 
into print, it was his duty to state 
what was the whole platform of the 
United Farmers; not to take a single 
plank of that platform fon party po- 
litical purposes. Mr. Bower in that 
article is trying to give the impres- 
sion that he is not working along 
party lines, yet gives himself entire- 
ly, away, for anyone with half an 
eye can see why that article was 
printed. I for one am satisfied that 
that article was printed for the pur- 
pose of helping to turn down the 
Independent Farmer candidate, and 
to help return Liberal candidates 
throughout the province. It was en- 
tirely uncalled for. lf Mr. Bower 
was not prepared to stand for the 
whole platform he had no right to 
ge: into print from a U.F.A. stand- 
point. By advocating the farmers’ 
Ottawa platform, he would have been 
taking no party stand, but by taking 
one plank and pressing that alone on 
the-farmers, he was, as president of 
a non-party political association, vio- 
lating the constitution of the U.F.A. 
Will Mr. Bower explain why the mem- 
bers of the U.F.A. should accept one 
plank, selected by the late govern- 
ment, and vote tu a man for that 
plank at the sacrifice of all the other 
important planks of the farmers’ 
Ottawa platform. 

Mr. Bower will have quite a job on 
hand in explaining his actions in re- 
spect to the election just passed. He 
seems to think he should not be 
criticised, or even the directorate. 
No public man should rise to that 
state, or as soon as he does, he 
should be called up higher, with the 
“well done, good and faithful.’’ The

He can 
answer it best by having the letter 
he sent Mr. Fream on the subject, 
printed in full and presented to. the 
people through the press. 

It is strange that the actions of a 
few members of the U. F. A., who 
stand for the Ottawa platform, 
should be considered, when they have 
acted independent of the association, 
and yet the secretary of the associ- 
ation is reported to have left his 
office, he being a paid official of the 
U.F.A., and gone right into party 
politics, helping one of the Liberal 
candidates in the south. Yet he, to: 
help down the farmers’ independent 
eandida.e, sent letters and telegrams 
to other Liberal associations. We 
shall oxpect some further explanation 
from Mr. Bower, also from Mr. 
Fream. 

There is no sense or reason in the 
actions of ‘the president or secretary 
in regard to bringing the matters 
of the association into politics at 
this time, in replying to unions that 
had asked what steps would be tak- 
en in respect to putting candidates in 
the field. The Central body should 
have done it by letter to the unions, 
not through the press, for the pur- 
pose of helping a party. It will be
